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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action mailed May 26, 2004, the Examiner's claim 
objections and rejections have been considered. Applicants respectfully traverse all 
objections and rejections regarding all pending claims and earnestly solicit allowance of 
these claims. 

1. Double Patenting Rejection 

The Examiner provisionally rejected claims 1-53 under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-86 of 
copending parent application, Serial No. 09/769,168. 

In response, Applicants respectfully submit a terminal disclaimer in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.321(c) to overcome the double patenting rejection. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of claims 1-53.
